The  homestead  has  had  three  houses,  'lie  first  was  log  and  stood  just  west 
of  the  present  barn,     hen  I  was  a  child,  the  flat  stones  of  the  foundation  was 
my  favourite  place  to  skip,  Tho  second  house  was  looted  at  the  turn  in  the  read

-o  of  the  stones  from  this  house  are  still  to  be  seen  in  a  small  building  near 
the  original  site.  Later  a  frame  house  vas  built  Forth  of  tho  stone  house  and  a 
stone  house  was  built  across  the  Perth  toad  for  a  son  John  and  hs  wife  Betsy 
Hughson,  The  frame  house  was  bought  in  1893  by  George  Leatherland  and  in  190£
